London, Dec. 7. — The Daily New* 
publisher the following from Naga- 
saki dated December 4.: The order 
to send 5,000 Kusian troops back to 
Odessa has been countermanded. 
Tliey will remain in the far east un- 
til further orders. 

Negortiations for the peace settle- 
ment have not yet been openetl, says 
the Peking correspondent of the 
Morning Post wiring yesterday. The 
French, Ge.rinan and Japanese minis- 
ters are awaiting instruction and 
Princes Ching and Li Hung Chang 
are awaiting a more satisfactory 
edict. The impressions is growing 
among men of all nationalities that 
j>eace is impossible, that a resumj>- 
tion of the campaign in the spring is 
iuevitable and that partition is the 
only solution. Two American mis- 
sionaries complain .that the Germans 
at Cho Chau loot converts equally 
with other Chinese. 

Berlin, Dee. 8. — With reference to 
•the news communicated from London 
that an agreeanent ha.s be/n reached 
at Peking, a high official of the Ger- 
man foreign office, who is empowered 
.to speak in the name of ('ount von 
J3u.eiow, imperial <iliancellor, said Fri- 
day evening: 

“The report is correct, but there 
tire «till some minor points unset- 
tled. It was clear from the first that 
the note formulated by the foreign 
envoys in Peking would not be ac- 
cepted, inasmuch as the United States 
disavowed Mr. Conger instantly and 
Itussia raised some formal objections. 
Now that the envoys are agreed, and 
the note is acceptable to the United 
States, there .should be no exultation 
as if ,the other powers had been bowed 
to the will of one nation. All were 
free to take whatever course they 
c.nose. and they chose in the interest 

peace and harmony. They altered 
the note to meet the views of the 
United States. It is to be hoi>ed that 
the fact that Germany has gone so 
far in complving with the wishes of 
the United S+ates will meet with rec- 
ognition in America.” 

Referring to the question of punish- 
ments, the official in question pointed 
out that Germany still insists upon 
“the severest admissable punish- 
ment,” as the note puts it. 

Li Hung Chang has informed Gen. 
Chaffee that he and all the people of 
the province of Chi Li are extremely 
pleased and gratified at the behavior 
of the American troops toward the 
(,}hii>ese. This ie considered no light 
matter. From all sections of the p>or- 
lion of the city under American su- 
pervision come words of praise, 
thankfulness and commendation re- 
gawling the behavior of the Ameri- 
cans. 

Washington, Dec. 10. — The next im- 
porfeintNstep in the Chinese situation 
will be the formal presentation to 
the Chinese plenipotentiaries of the 
agreement arrived at between the 
•reprcHentatives of the powers at Pe- 
king for reparation for the Boxer 
outrages. In just what manner this 
will be done Mr. Conger has not in- 
formed the state (IspKirtment* al- 
though the probability is that the 
document will be handed to the Chi- 
nese by .tlie .direction of the dip)lo- 
matie corp>s. As has been state<l al- 
ready, the agreement is simply la 
statement of the terms upon which 
the px)wers will negotiate with China 
for fixtal settlement, and it is daid be- 
fore the Chinese officials as a .matter 
of form. 

i'he negotiations for final settle- 
ment will come later .after the Chi- 
nese have been given a reasonable op>- 
porlttnity for the oonsideration.of the 
conditions laid down the 'pKiwers. 
The eoTuplete agreement, deciphered 
from the code, is now in the hands of 
the prH*sident. Officials decline to 
make a4s text public in o<lvance of the 
receipt of information that it has 
been formally accepted by .the powers, 
althongh' the advices which have here- 
tofore eome from Mi\ Conger leave I 
no doubt that this will be the '

TELEGRAPHERS’ STRIKE. 

Ofllclala of the Santa Fe Road Claim 
That the Bilckbone la Prac- 
tloallv^ Brolcea. 

Top>eka, Kan., Dec. 10. — ^The officials 
of the Santa Fe road take a decidedly 
hopeful view of the telegraphers’ 
strike situation. They all say the 
backbone of the strike is virtually 
broken already, and that the affairs 
of the road will be in their normal 
condition inside of two weeks. The 
officers felt justified Sunday night, in 
view’ of the alleged improvement in 
conditions, in re.scinding the order 
closing the shops. 

H. U. Mudge, general manager of 
the road, sent out a general order 
Siindaj’ afternoon to all operators 
w'ho had not yet gone out, offering 
tc pjromote them if they would con- 
tinue in their resistance to the strik- 
ers. ■ He told them that they had 
been faithful to the interests of the 
company thus far and that they could 
fill out their application blanks for 
better positions at once. The general 
manager added that all the men not 
, taking part in the ^strike should have 
better positions, if they were capable 
of filling them, and their old places 
would be filled from outside sources. 

Albuquerque, N. M., Dec. 10. — The 
strike of the Santa Fe operators is 
beginning to be felt here. Passenger 
trains were all several haul’s late Sun- 
day night and while there are plenty 
of op)erators here, freight trains are 
tied up w’aiting for orders at several 
stations where men have gone out. 
The closing of the shop>s here will 
throw eoo men out of work, greatly 
interfering with business. 

Topeka, Kan., Dec. 10. — The follow- 
ing information is given out by 
striker.s’ representatives: 

At 8 o’clock Sunday night practi- 
cally all the telegraphers on the Atch- 
ison, Topeka Ac Santa Fe proper, are 
still out. A few men returned to 
w’ork Sunday morning under the im- 
pression that the strike had been 
called off and w'ere later on induced 
to join the strikers. Later in the day 
they were all out to a man west of 
F.mporia. Not a roan will return to 
work unless their grievances are set- 
tled in the fullest ' p>ossible manner. 
Some of them have already other 
prospects offered them ou other 
roads and will accept them If the 
Santa Fe management persists in its 
present course.

Iron Ore Barge Goes to the Bottom 
of Lake Erie During a Gale. 

The Veaael Waa Valued at fl9,000. 

But the luaurance Had Rlapaed 
December 1— The CarKO Waa 
Covered By luaurance. 

Erie, Pa., Dec. 10. — In the midst of 
the most bitter gales that ever sw'ept 
Lake Erie, the iron ore barge Charles 
Foster, in tow of the Iron Duke, went 
to the bottom at 4 o’clock Sunday 
morning ten miles off Erie, and eight 
persons were drow’ned, as follows: 
Oapt. John Brindge, of Cleveland; 
first and second mates, name® un- 
known; Seamen Robert Wood and 
William Kelly, both of Port Austin, 
Mich.; Mrs. May, cook, of Detroit, 
Mich., and two unknown deck hands. 

The Charles Foster w’as oue of the 
fleet of James Corrigan, of Cleve- 
land, and for two months has been 
running from Duluth to Erie with 
iron ore. Her cargo consisted of 1,500 
tons of ore. Capt. Ashley, of .the Iron 
Duke, made Erie in safety. In an in- 
terview he said: 

“I'he Foster was in tow 600 feet 
asterp. I was up all night, and there 
were three men on watch with me. 
'Fhe seas were rolling tremendously 
from .the northwest, and the gale car- 
ried w’ith it a blinding snow storm. 
We made the harbor light all right. 
When we turned for the harbor a sea 
much heavier than any other experi- 
enced struck us. I ran to the stem. 
Just os I got there the Foster plunged 
in an awful sea and*dove dow’u nose 
first. There was not a cry from a 
soul of the crew of eight she carried. 
Just as she pitched down I saw a man 
on her forecastle with a lantern. 

“The towline ported when she went 
dow'n. The storm was so heavy that 
I could not put about to hunt for any 
one. There would not have been a 
particle of use anyhow, because in 
those tremendous waters no one could 
have lived a minute even if th^y had 
not been icy cold. Had there beefi a 
cry for help I would have turned and 
risked my ship, but it was no use. I 
had all 1 oould do -to make port in 
safety myself." 

When asked for an opinion as to 
the cause of th% sinking of the Foo- 
ter, Capt. Ashley said that he could 
not tell. 

“Apparently everything was all 
right aboard until she took that fatal 
dip. There had not been a single sig- 
nal of distress from her up to that 
time.” 

There are 80 to 100 feet of water 
where the wreck occurred, and there 
is little hope of ever being able to lo- 
cate the place. The Foster was val- 
ued at $19,000, but there was no in- 
surance, as it elapsed December 1. 
The cargo waa not insured. The life- 
saving crew took a trip out Sunday, 
but could find no trace of wreckage.

IMMIGRATION.* 

Dniriua the Last Flt-eal Year th# 

Immlarants Arrlvin* In This 
Country Slumbered 44H.572. 

"Was.vngton, Dec. 8 . — tAc annual re* 
port of the commissioner general of 
immigration shows that during the 
last fiscal year the total number of 
immigrants who arrived in this coun- 
try was 448,572, of which 23,200 came 
through Canada., Of the whole num- 
ber 304,148 were male and 144,424 fe- 
males. This is a net increase over 
1899 of 136,857. These figures, how- 
ever, the commissioner general says, 
do not show the total number of al- 
ien arrivals, as 65,835 aliens came as 
cabin passengers. They would have 
swelled the total immigration to 514,- 
207 had they traveled in the steer- 
age. 

The figures show that of the whole 
number of arrivals 424,700 came from 
European countries, 17,946 from Asia, 
30 from Africa and 5,896 from all oth- 
er places. Switzerland and Spain 
and the Spanish islands show a small 
decrease in immigration, while Aus- 
tria-Hungary shows an increase of 83 
per cent; the Russian empire and Fin- 
land 49 per cent, increase; Italy 29 per 
cent, increase and Japan 340 per cent, 
increase. The total arrivals from Ja- 
j>an, however, amounted to only 9,- 
791. 

GET-RICH-QUICK SCHEME. 

Chicago Anthorltlen Lookln* For J. 

K‘i Bartlett, Who In Endeavoriua: 
to Get Dp a Blind Pool. 

Chicago, Dec. 8. — The authorities 
are looking for one J. C. Bartlett, who 
has been endeavoring to get up a 
“blind pool” for the purpose of induct- 
ing people to send 'him from $100 to 
$1,000 to be invested in stocks for his 
benefit. In order to give his scheme 
standing, he has scattered broadcast

I Frazier & Co., of th's city. The cir- 
cular did ifot g^iarantee any stated 
profits, but conveyed the information 
that “Bartlett” expected “to do bet- 
ter than heretofore,” when he “paid 
a 65 per cent, dividend.” It is be- 
liwed that quite a number of people 
have been caught by this get-rich- 
quick scheme. The authorities have 
located the office of "Bartlett” in one 
of the large buildings, but have thus 
far 'been unable to arrest him.

SELLS* DAUGHTER TESTIFIES. 

'When the Girl Finished the Mother 

IVas Sobhln* Softly, Bnt She 
Spared Florence the Ordeal 

of Crons-Fxaminatlun. 

Columbus, O., Dec. 8.-— Florence 
Sells resumed the stand Friday morn- 
ing. So far she has told the story of 
the intimacy of her mother with men 
other than her husband since 1891. 
Florence 'has been fully cognizant of 
the intrigues of her mother with liert 
Johnson, Ned Raymour, Harry Lyons 
an*J Billy Bott, but had kept the se- 
cret. hoping that her mother would 
do better and the scandal never be- 
come known. At last she was forced 
in vindication of her ow’n good name 
to take the stand and tell the whole 
shanleful story. She was in good 
voice and 'ha<l recovered from her 
nervousness of Thursday evening. 
Florence t^ld of presents of perfumes, 
diamond rings, wines and liquors 
wliich Bo-tt had given her mother. 
She knew of.^hese because her mother 
had told her about receiving ^hem. 
She had seen her mother fix the side 
door so that Bott could enter w’ith- 
out ringing the bell. Bott sent Mrs, 
Sells green liquors in fancy bottles. 
Florence had seen her mother enter 
the Bunson block and go up the stairs 
to Itbtt’s rooms. 

B'lorence said that she and her 
mother stopped at the West Baden 
hotel, "West l^deu, Ind,, in May, 1899. 
William Bott was there, and she fre- 
quently saw him in her mother’s 
room at night. Her father ■was not 
at West Baden. Bott was also with 
Mrs. Sells at the Thousand Islands 
the same summer. Her mother and 
Bott had taken long trips about the 
islands together, sometimes being 
away all day. Florence said her 
father w’as very kind to her mother, 
and she had never seen him under 
the influence of liquor. According to 
the testimony of Florence, Bott had 
been warned over the telephone /by 
some unknown woman, who told, him 
to put his property out of his hands 
os soon as possible, as he was going 
to be in serious trouble. Florence 
told of the last <lay at liuine and of 
the last hours she spent with her 
mother. She told of how on one oc- 
casion that her mother hiid promised 
her she would never receive Bott 
again, and then on the next night he 
was in her mother’s room. Florence 
told of leaving home and going to 
her aunt’s, where for the first time 
she told her father of her mother’s 
shame. 

As Florence told this story fhe was 
overcome by her emotion and was 
corppelled to pause. Tears efime into 
her eyes as she told of how she had 
begged and pleaded vrith her mother 
to forbid Bott the house and how 
that inother had broken the prom- 
ise she had made. Even the judge 
on the bench was affected and the 
women in the, lobby had their hatKl- 
kerchiefs to their eyes. For the first 
time Mrs, Sells was affected, and it 
seemed to require all her strength to 
rein in her calmness. 

' When the direct examination of 
Florence Sells was concluded there 
waa expectation. Every one was ex- 
pecting that no mercy would be 
shown the girl in the crofes-exa mi na- 
tion, but Col. Holmes, counsel for 
Mrs, Sells, arose and said: “Miss 

Sells, your mother has requested me 
uot to cross-examine her daughter, 
and T will only osk you six questions, 
to which you can return short an- 
swers.” 

Mrs. Sells had broken down and was 
sobbing softly, but her daughter was 
dry-eyed and answered the questions 
in a firm tone. They were in regar.l 
to her love for her mother and grand- 
mother and why she had not visited 
them. It was the most sensational 
scene ever seen in a court room in 
this city. When Florence was dis- 
missed from tlie stand the plaintiff 
rested. Florence was conducted from 
the eourtNroom by her father, while 
4he mother sat sobbing in her chair. 
The judge on the bench turned his 
eyes away ”«ud the counsel for both 
defense and plaintiff sat silent in 
their chairs. There had been dra- 
raqtic incidents in the case hf'fdre'^Pri*-*' 
•lay, biU this was the climax. Forget- 
ting the fact that the daughter had 
turned from^ hfer in her troublo, for- 
getting her appearaitce on the stand 
and the testimony she had given, the 
mother boweti her head and waived 
the right of cross-examination, and 
let the story of Florenca-go to*, the 
judge. ’ , ♦ 

No ma'tter •what "Mrs^ Sells was or 
is, no matter her sins, her follies or 
raisdeeds, she rose superior to them 
all and spared her child the ordeal of 
a cross-examination. The. pl.-iintiff

Walter Champ, editor and owner of 
the Paris Bourbon News, died sudden- 
ly from heart disease at his home in 
Paris at 9 o, clock Saturday morning 
Mr. Champ had been in failing health 
for some time, but had uot taken his bed 
until yesterday. During the past sum- 
mer he made a trip to Europe, tbinkiug 
it would prove beneficial but it did not. 

The deceased was 32 years of age and 
the son of the late Bruce Champ, who 
founded the Bourbon New's in Millars- 
burg, Bourl>on county, in 1^1 The 
paper was afterward removed to Paris 
and its founder dietl iu that city in 
1892. The paper then pas?ou into the 
control of Walter Champ and his cousin, 
Bruce Miller, who is now couducting 
the Paris Kentuckian-Cfitizen. 

Waiter Champ was an exctHsdingly 
popular young man and a writer I'f 
considerable note. A number of his 
clever short stoiies and bright sketches 
— many of them in the Negro dialect- 
have appeared iu “Puck” and the var- 
ious journals and magiznes of the 
country. He was a polished gentleman 
at all times aud greatly beloved by 
those who knew him best. 

He began the new’^spaper business by 
leamiog theart of printiiig in his fa- 
ther’s ofiioe.- He Is survived by: a 
younger brotAM*. Swift. .Champ, who- 
wm associated with him dp TheNews, 
and who will now assume Re control. 
The deceased was unmarried and a 
social favorite who will be gn&tly missed 
by his friends an aoquamtancee. 

Walter Champ was a member ef Paris 
Lo^ No. 878, B. P. O. Elks, who^^ 
of the funeral and yMrV 
serviosa. The funeral will be hjold at 
the Farhr' Chriatisn chnrch 'Son&y 
ufthoon at t:te o'clook and the burial 
will Cake place in the family let in the 
Millersburg cemetery. 

Mr. Champ was well known ia l>x<' 
and had many friends .. here.
